grasp the hatchet, but the man. held it 
aloft and threatened to kill her. She 
snatched the hatchet from his baud and 
followed her daughter into the street 
They called the police, and in a moment 
the entire h mse was iu a commotion, 
and the excitement there was greatly 
auirmeuted by henriup the report of 
four pistol shots which followed in 
rapid succession the cries of women. 


The police found Tiuks stretched out 


on the floor, having fired several shots 
from a revolver into his neck and head.

A- currency based upon the qnick as- 


sets of the banks rather than upon evi- 
dences of public debt or upoa govern- 
ment credit -will be the important change 
ut tiiialiijg jaW "nijiuji TV.III be a^aiii rec- 
ommended. The most radical departure 
from the recommendations of last year 
will be in regard to greenbacks. Secre- 
tary Carlisle has never had but one opin- 
ion of the greenback legal tender cur- 
rency, and ho would gladly have favor- 
ed its absolute retirement last year. 
Some doubt was then felt in administra- 
tion circles whether public opinion 
would sustain a plan for issuing bonds 
and converting a nouinteresfc bearing in- 
to an interest bearing debt. 


The lesson of the gold drain of last 


winter, however, with the evidence of 
the expense imposed upon the country to 
maintain the gold reserve, and the as- 
surances which have been received from 
eminent students of finance, now induce 
the belief in the secretary's inind that 
public opinion is ripening toward the 
absolute retirement of the gavernrascli 
from the banking business, and the rec- 
ommendation will now be made with- 
out qualification that the greenbacks be 
retired. 


Secretary Carlisle will not flinch from 


recommending a bond issue for this pur- 
pose. It may be advisable to provide for 
the retirement of a portion of the amount 
outstanding from the surplus revenue, 
and the retirement, in any case, will be 
only gradual. The treasury already con- 
tains $50,443,935 in the old legal ten- 
ders, besides i|25, 584,935 in the notes is- 
sued under the Sherman law. 
These 


might be canceled tomorrow and de- 
ducted from the cash balance if author- 
ity were given by congress. The revenue 
may not be adequate in the immediate 
fnt-vire to redeem -many notes from tha 
surplus, but it- is likely to increase as 
time passes, even if there is no change 
in existing revenue laws. The retire- 
ment of a few millions a month might 
be easily arranged without large issues 
of bonds when a surplus again began to 
accumulate in the treasury. 


It is recognized that the retirement of 


the greenbacks must be gradual because

The secretary has not yet begun tbe 


actual writing of his report, and some 
details in the plan of last year may be 
subjected to modification. The abandon- 
ment of the proposal that greenbacks 
should constitute 30 per cent of the se- 
curity for bank notes -would in itself, it 
is asserted at the treasury, overcome 
much of the hostility then displayed to 
the secretary's plan. Perhaps the stron- 
gest opposition from the New York bank- 
ers was based upon the unlimited lia- 
bility imposed upon all the banks for 
the maintenance of the safety fund. 
It 


was objected that many small banks 
might be formed in certain sections 
which would quickly collapse, without 
valuable assets, und impose a strain up- 
on the safety fund, which would ha a 
heavy tax upon the stronger banks, even 
if it did not imperil their credit The 
history of nearly every banking system 
in the world under modern conditions 
has demonstrated Secretary Carlisle's 
claim that the assets of failed banks 
have nearly always been adequate to 
pay their notes, even where there was 
no safety fund, so that, the danger is re- 
garded by him as purely sentimental, 
but some modification which will limit 
the per cent, of liability of the solvent

There is not much hope iu adminis- 


tration circles that a satisfactory cur- 
rency bill will be passed by the Repub- 
lican congress.

Bust on the Wires of a Piano. 


The appearance cf rust ou the tuning 


pins and the steel wires of a piano is a 
sure indication that the piano has been 
exposed to moisture or dampness. 
The 


time of year.or the ape or quality of the 
piano has nothing to do with it, as rust 
may appear in a night. The fact that 
the room is heated by a stove just out- 
side of it will probably account for the 
rust, as the chances are that after the 
usual cooling of a fire overnight its 
heating in the morning would he likely 
to cause condensation on the metal, and 
rust would immediately appear. Do not 
use oil or any greasy substance tore- 
move it. It will probnbly not do any 
harm unless it causes the strings to 
break, in which case they will have to 
be replaced. Most pianos require tuning 
twice a year.

to be given a piuuo is to "keup it in an

ion of Judges Day and Wilson, as 
delivered by the former in the Plait- 
ColTin case, in which the decision 
arrived at in the lower court was 
affirmed. 
As was stated In 
the 


TisiES-DEMOCiiAT, Judge Seney dis- 
sented, and in oider that the public 
may be fully posted upon the case, 
whicb is one of the most interesting 
ever tried Jn this section of the State, 
Judge Seney'» opinion is here given 
in full: 


It is an easy matter to get rid of 


facts by wholesale, but it !s not- so 
easy to get rid of them in detail. 
The opinion rendered by the majority 
of the court seems to say that there 
is no fact, no circumstance in this 
case that would justify the court in 
submitting tills case to the jury 
Tbat is easy to sav; but when you 
come to tbe facts, how then ? With 
the exception of one or two material 
facts in connection with the circum- 
stances that were given to the jury, 
I have not heard in consultation and 
1 have not heard in this opinion the 
material circumstances that were 
given in this case. I am not saying 
that upon the circumstances given iu 
this case if tbe jury would have 
found them by a proper charge, by 
proper evidence, that t-h!s court- 
would reverse the case; there is a 
conflict of the testimony, and the 
jury bad a right to weigh the testi- 
mony and not this court. But I do 
say that the circumstances surround- 
ing these defendants in the case and 
proven upon the trial that it would 
have been error for the court to have 
taken the case from the jury, be- 
cause there are circumstances and a 
chain of circumstances tnat point to 
the guilt of t.hese defendants. One 
of those circumstances is that there 
is no doubt but what this money was 
taken from" the express company: 
tbere is no doubt but what the 
money was taken by some one famil- 
iar with the express office; tbere is no 
doubt but that the someone that got 
into tbe express office had a key to 
get in. There are two reasons: In 
tbe first place, there is nothing in 
the evidence to disclose that there 
was any force used in getting through 
tbe express office doors, except upon 
the 
inside 
there 
were per- 


haps some marks. 
It is prepcs- 


terous to thiDk that some one on tbe 
inside would use a. bludgeon or some- 
thing to cpen the door when be had 
a spring lock that he could just turn 
a cat-cii on. In tbe second place, 
there was no force used upon opening 
the dccrs because 
s -do ac5 


show any force used upon theoutside; 
and in the next place, ib would be 
preposterous to suppose that some- 
body would attempt to break in those 
doora-Qi' to ose force on them with 
i-he number of people that were 
around there. 


So that from these conclusions the 


jury well could have drawn the in- 
ference that tbe persons that got in- 
to the express office got in there by 
virtue of a key. Colvln was in the 
habit and at several times got a key 


~ 


and he went in there on different oc- 
casions when he got the key for the 
purpose of warming himself: whether 
be had a key on this night, was not 
disclosed, but he had the means, no 
dispute, whereby he could obtain a 
key, 


Colvin and his son were at this ex- 


press office at t.he date or at the time 


night that this robbery took place. 


There are too many men who testified 
to seeing them in the neighborhood 
to be disbelieved, and the testimon} 
of the son Colvin that he was not 
there — the son Colvin remembering 
distinctly and testifying distinctly 
that he was not on the west end of 
that depot that night, and did not 
remember or pretend to remember 
whether be was at the different other 
places that the witness testify to on 
that night. Why? He says, because 
there was a robbery committed at 
the west end of that depot. That is 
the reason why he remembered that 
be was not, there. 
Colvin. the mar- 


shbl. was an intimate personal friend 
of the E^eEtiii^d ?n6nt s o^rt of bi-s 
time in the office of the express com- 
pany with the agent: they were on 
familiar terms; they were in effect 
boon companions 
A fter this robbery 


the companionship ceased on behalf 
of Colvin. 
Wby?' 


A man by the name of Fitzmaur- 


ice. an Irishman, was 
furnished 


money from time 10 time by Colvin, 
the marshal 
What for? "For Fitz- 


tnaurice to ascertain from the agent 
what the express authorities wt-re 
sayitig about the robbery. Wby, if 
Colvin, the Marshall, was-not inter- 
ested. Why, if he was interested 
and thought he was accused, the first 
instinct of an honest man 
thus 


charged, would have been to have 
gone to his boon companion, the 
agent, to dispel tbe suspicion. 


When the younger Colvin at some 


meeting, probably at a farm house, 
had been drinking and get into a 
fuss with a man and the man charged 
him that he was spending the money 
money he had robbed the express 
company of, no indignation expressed 
on bahalf of Oolvln upon account of 
that charge, but his answer was ''Go 
to hell, they will have to prove It." 


The testimony of the man Haase 


that on this evening in question im 
mediately before or immediately af- 
ter the robbery or the express oflice 


had been ascertained to have been 
broken 
SB to, seen Colvin and sun 


passing something belwesn them, 
and describes the appearance of Col- 
via, the Marnbai, luat he was ejtciir 
ed and in a state or excitement, and 
describes the manner iu which the 
son walks off. 


These are a few of the material 


facts and if they do not tend to snow 
the guilt of these defendants I do 
not know what does in a civil action. 


Whether as I repeat upon a denial 


of the defendant of these various 
statements made the jury could find 
one way or the otber J am not dis- 
posed to question, but with these few 
material facts that I have related, 
it would have been error for the 
Court to 
have taken 
tbe 
case 


from tbe jury, on the ground that 
the law has piattd the jury as the 
tribunal to dispose of the facts and 
not the court. That being true, 
there was evidence tending to sup- 
port the charge of tbe express com- 
pany against the defendants. 


As I have said the case would not 


be reversed because it is against the 
evidence, but tbe court below per- 
mitted evidence to be introduced— 
books of account, transactions of 
those Collins from nearly infancy up, 
covering a space of several davs in 
the introduction over tUc objection 
of the express company—over tbe re- 
peated objection of the express com- 
pany, and by bis rulings in the pres- 
ence of the jury, sanctioning the evi- 
dence 10 go to the jury, and this evi- 
dence occupied several days in being 
related to the jury. This was error 
as heid by the entire court, for it 
was a declaration of a party in favor 
of himself introduced to support & 
defense. 


Nnw, was it cured by the court at 


tbe expiration ot several days' ruling 
it from the jury ? I think not. 
There is no doubt but that the 
Supreme Court of Ohio has held that 
incompetent evidence given to tbe 
jury and afterwards taken from tbe 
jury in an explicit, direct and beyond 
question charged, so that there can 
no prejudice fol ow from it, cures 
the introduction of incompetent evi- 
dence. Is that so in this case? The 
effect of the judge's charge as to 
what be took from the jury—what 
ha told the jury they should give no 
attention to, is in about these words: 
"All evidence introduced as to the 
property or the wealth of tbe de- 
fendants you will not consider." How 
did tbe jury know that, all this batch 
of testimony went in—went in there 
on the subject of property 
and 


wealth ? He left them to determine 
what be was ruling out. In eflect, 
gentlemen of the jury, from all this 
mass of testimony introduced you 
sift out of it what, in your judg- 
ment you think has gene to the jury 
in your hearing as to the subject of 
property and wealth, and when you 
have sifted it out. ignore it, for it is 
not competent,. He let the incom- 
petent- evid-nce go to the jury iu re- 
tail and he attempts to classify it 
and rule it out at .wholesale.. .This. I 
claim was erroneous and to the pr?ju- 
dice of the express company; that if 
he had drawn attention—special at- 
tention to this incompetent"evidence, 
to what, it was, and not- classed it, 
not expressed a classification in his 
mind, t>ut had called attention to 
what it was that he was ruling out, 
that iu my judgment would have 
cureQ tbe error. So for that reason I 
would reverse the j-jdgment. 


The other errors assigned as to the 


presumption 
of 
innocence: 
The 


judge has very aptly and very cor- 
rectly and very concisely in tbat part 
of b's cijarge given, in toy judgment, 
the rule or law, to:wit: Tbat in de- 
temiin'ng this question of tbe pre- 
snmpii'<n of inaocecce, that they 
should Take upon one side of the 
question the affirmative of the tes- 
timony, and tbe testimony upon the 
negative side of the question, and if 
they balance, tbe presumption of in- 
nocence be in favor of the defendant, 
tbe defendant would be entitled to a 
verdict. 
Now what does all that 


amnuct to? That I think was cor- 
rect law. Wbat does the presump- 
tion of innocence thrown into that 
charge amount to. Why, nutiliD^r. if 
the rule of law in civil cases is that 
the party upon whom tbe burden is 
placed must prove it; and if in this 
case the affirmative side of the case 
and the negative side of the case 
were eqnal,[the afflra aMve side would 
fail independent of any presumption 
of innocence. 


When be comes further along in 


bis charge he say?, you will take tbe

will take the plaintiff's witnesses, 
ard then tbe result, so and so: that 
is not the law.

The second psrt of the 
charge was wrong. Why? 
Because 


the platotiff was entitled to any evi- 
dence they might secure from the de- 
rendant's witnesses; and the defen- 
dants were entitled to any evidence 
tbpy could obtain out of tbe plain- 
tiff's witnesses. So instead or giving 
the evidence—separating the affirma- 
tive or negative sid-J of tbe case, he 
limited it, the presumption of inno- 
cence to the defendant's witnesses on 
tbe one side and the plaintiff's on the 
otbpr. 
i 


The charge of tbe Court in refer- 


ence to the proof of the incorporation 
of the.Express company, the proof of 
their right to maintain the action, 
while an undisputed fact, was not a 
quest-ion t,o the jury. It was a ques 
Won of law; and upon the undisputed 
facts In the case he should have 
charged the jury that tbe plaintiff, 
ao for aa it was a corporation or so far 
as the right to maintain the action 
was concerned, i.hat as a matter of 
law they were, entitlerl to a recovery. 


What this juror did I do not know, 


lor 1 did not read any part of wast, 
took place about the" juror, or what 
the defendant's proved iu the case i 
did not read, or whether ?he plaintiff 
iu support, as it, is said, of the tniu 
daiiu that they made, whether tue 
defendants did cot make a case tor 
them strong enough to go to the jury 
I do not know, lor we did not re-=a 
the defendant's side of the case; ^ 
it might be, if the defendant's side of 
tbe case was read.-that all these loop- 
holes— wholesale opinions that ther« 
is not anything there—might have 
all been supplied by the defendants.
